Ruſty and IWell-beloved, We greet you well, Alt the opening Our Parliament 
- you were told, that Ie had a great deſire this Summer to make a 1 rogreſs 
through ſome parts of Our Kingdom, which e reſolve to begin in devotion to Our 
City of Worceſter, that W'e may pour ont Cur thanks to God for Our delrverance 
there. And the ſeaſon ofthe year quickens Us in that inclination, as we preſume it 
diſpoſes youto a defire to withdraw from this City, and to viſit your ( ountreys. Put 
you may remember Il'e told you then, that We had cauſed ſome Pills to be prepared 
for you, for Confirmation of what W'e Enatted at our laſt Meeting AndWe ſud all 
that Ie could to you f the value We ſet upon the AG of Indempnity, as If e have 
great reaſon to do; and if We could have uſed ſtronger expreſſions to have corjur'd 
you ſpeedily to have diſpatch'd it; We aſſure you, We would have done it : and We 
did think what We had ſaid would have made impreſſion in all who pro!”ſfs a de- 
ſire to ate Us: And therefore We exprGed every dav, that the lame Fill would . 

have been preſented to Us for another + 23 We muſt conjeſs, We hear you have 


ſhewed 
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ſhewed great affeFion to Us ſince your coming together, and that you would have al- 
ready prepared and paſſed ſome very good Fills (* for which We heartily thawk you ) 
that are ready for the Koyal Aſent. Tet We cannot but tell you, that though Ie are 
enough concerned to expedite thoſe Bills, We have no mind to paſs them till the 
A of Indempnity be likewiſe preſented to Us; upon which (if you take Our Word ) 
moit of Onr quiet and good depends; and in which, We are ſure our Honour is con- 
cern'd. Therefore We muſt again, and as earneſily as poſſible conjure you, to uſe all 
poſſible expedition in the paſſing that AG in the ſame Terms Il e already paſs d it, 
to which Ie take Our Selves obliged, and that you will for the preſent lay aſide 
all private buſineſs, that ſo betaking your ſelves onely to the Tt ublickh, you may be 
ready to adjourn by the middle of the next month, which will beſt ſuit with all Onr 


occaſions. And ſo not doubting of your readineſs to comply with V's in theſe Our 


Juſt and neceſſary defires, We bid you heartily farewel.

His Majeſty having ſent for this Houſe to attend him in the Houſe of Peers, the Houſe 
with Mr. Spcaker thereupon wer:t up accordingly to wait on his Majeſty ; and Mr. Spea- 
ker upon his return, reported, that the King had madea Gracious Speech, wherein he cx- 
preſſed his ardent defire to paſs the ACt for Cor:firmation of Publick Acts, wherein the 
Att of Indempnity was included, and that all former Ottences might be no more re- 
membred, till a new occalion ſhould be given. And that it was his Majeftics pleaſure, 
that the publick buſineſs might be diſpatched, ſo as the Houſe might br a4journed by 
the 2oth. of this month ; and thatin the mean time this Houſe would onely intend the 
diſpatch of the publick buſineſs. 

Monday, 29 fuly, 166r1. 

Ordered, That ſuch Members of this Houſe asare of the Privy Council do attend his 
Majeſty, and deſire him to illue out a Proclamation, to reſtrain the great number of 
Horſes and Oxen that are employ'd in Waggons, Carts, and Carriages, and alto the great 
Burthens that are carried therein, ( whereby the High-ways are much prejudiced ) and 
to confine the Horſes and Oxen which are employed, and the Burthens which are car- 
ried in Waggons and Carts, to ſuch numbers and proportions, that the High- ways may 
be preſerved. And that the Members of this Houſe of the Privy Council do likewiſe de- 
fire his Majeſty, to prohibit all Re-building or Repairing of any Houſes in or near the Ci- 
ties of London and Weſtminſter upon old Foundations, except it be with Stone and Brick. 

Thurſday, 21 November, 1661. 

Ordered, That a Mellage be ſent to the Lords, to dcfire their Concurrence with this 
Houſe, to Petition his Majeſty to iſſue out a*Proclamation, for diſarming*the Disbanded 
and Caſhier'd Officers and Soldiers, and to command them todepar: from, and not to 
approach within twenty miles of this City, for ſuch time as his Majeſty ſhall think fit; 
and Mr, Secretary Morrice is to carry up this Metlage to the Lords. 

A Meſlage from the Lords to acquaint this Houſe, that their Lordſhips had agreed 
to the laſt Meſſage, and have appointed fix of their Members to attend his Majcſty, to 
know when he will be waited upon.

Ordered, That the Kings Majeſty be deſired to ſend for Fohn Lambert and Sir Henry 
Lane back again to the Tower of London, in order to their Trial ; and that his Majeſty be 
further deſired to ſend for Harareſs Waller, lately called Sir Hardreſs Waller, and ſuch other 
perſons Attainted of High Treaſon, (as were lately ſent away) back again to the Tower, to 
the end they may be in readineſs to attend this Houſe when they ſhall be called; and 
Sir Richard Everard, Mr, Tompkins, Sir Thomas Lee, &C, are to attend his Majeſty from this 
Houſe with this Meſſage. Sunday,

Mr. Tompkins reports, that the Committee had waited upon his Majeſty, and pre- 
ſented him the Order of this Houſe ; which he graciouſly read, and returned this Anſwer 
That he would takecare, that Vane, and Lambert, and Waller, ſhould be brought in ſafe 
Cuſtody. And that in the cloſe his Majeſty took notice of the word [ others] in the Or- 
der, and expreſt how exceeding much he was beholding to the Houſe of Commons for 
their great Gift, and the manner of it, in giving it ſo freely. ;

Mr. Secretary Morrice informing this Houſe, that his Majeſty making the good of 
his People the ſubject of his thoughts, and conſidering that the calling in of Money, 
called the Common-wealths Money, by the laſt of this month, might be prejudicial to his 
People, and hazard the Exportation of a great part thereof, was graciouſly pleaſed, by 
the advice of his Privy Council, to direct a Proclamation to be iſſued, ſignifying his Va- 
zeſty's pleaſure to accept of the ſaid Money in any Payment to be made to his Majcſty 
till che 25th. of March next. 

Ordered, That Mr. Secretary Aorrice do return the humble Thanks of this Houſe to 
his Majeſty for his grace and favour therein, 

Tueſday, 4 December, 13 Car. 1I.. 

Ordered, That the Members of this Houſe, who are of his Majeſty's Priry Council, 
Mr. Cofferer, and Sir Roger Bradſhaw, do humbly repreſent unto his Sacred Majeſty, that 
this Houſe hath received credible informations from ſeveral parts of the Kingdom, of 
divers deſigns and attempts to diſturb the publick Peace; and to beſeech his Majeſty 
to be pleaſcd to take care for the prevention and ſuppreſſion thereof, and for the ſe- 
curing the Peace of the Kingdom, in ſuch manner as his Majeſty in his Princely Wiſdom 
ſhall ſeem mect. 

Monaay, 9 December, 13 Car Il. 

Mr. Speaker informed this Houſe, that the King's Vajcſty waspleafed to ſend a Meſ- 
ſage tohim, that he had reſtrained Mr. Lovelace, one of the Members of this Houſe, who 
was going to hight a Duel. 

Reſolved, That the Members of this Houſe who are of his Majeſties Privy Council, do 
return to his Majeſty the kumble Thanks of this Houſe for his Grace and Favour, in be- 
ing ſo tender of the Priviledges of this Houſe, as to acquaint Mr, Speaker therewith. : 

Tmeſday, 10 December, 13 Car. ll. 

Reſolved, That ſuch Members of this Houſe asare of his Majeſtics moſt Honourable 
Privy Council, together with the Lord Brace, do wait upon his Sacred Majeſty, and do 
preſent unto him the humble defires of this Houſe, that 60000 /. of the 18 months Aſ- 
{cſſment be diſtributed, as his Majcſty in his Princely wiſdom ſhall think fit, amongſt ſueh 
of his Majeſty's Loyal and Suffering Subjects, who have faithfully and conſtantly ſerved 
his Majeſty and his Royal Father in the Wars, that are moſt neceſſitous. 

And when the Bill for raiſing the ſaid 18 Months Aſſeſiment'is ſentup to the Houſe of 
Lords, the ſaid Members of this Houſe are then to wait upon his Majeſty with this 
Meſlage. . Wedneſday, 18 December, 13 Car. Il. 

The Houſe being moved in the behalf of the a ws: and other Soldiers that 
ſerved under the Lord General Aonck, at his coming out of Scotland into England, to 
know their opinion, whether in their Vote and Addreſs to his Majeſty to ſend the DiCl- 
banded Officers and Soldiers out of Town, and to prohibit them from approaching within 
twenty miles of the Town, the ſaid Officers and Soldiers formcrly ſerving under Gecne- 
ral Monch as aforeſaid, were intended to be included. 

Reſolved, That the intention of this Houfe in their Vote for an Addreſs to his Ma- 
jeſty, to iſſue his Proclamation for the Disbanded Officers and Soldiers departure from, 
and not to approach within twenty miles of this Town, was not to include the ſaid Offi- 
cers and Soldiers which ſerved under, and marched with the Lord General Monch, at his 
coming out of Scotlandinto England, and ſuch as were inſtrumental in his Majeſties Re- 
ſtauration ; and that the Concurtence of the Lords be deſired to this Vote, and Sir {ames 
Smith is to carry the ſame up tothe Lords for their Concurrence: And ſuch Members of 
this Houſe as are of his Majeſties Privy Council, are deſwued to acquaint Majeſty with 
this Vote, 

Thurſday, 19 December, 13 Car. II. 

Reſolved, That an humble application be made to his Majeſty, to give Warrant for the 
detaining of the Wools lately made ſtay of, asthey were Tranſporting beyond the Seas, 
and to ſeize upon the Scrues and other Inſtruments deviſed and made uſe of for the cloſe 
packing of Wools, to deceive his Majeſty of his Cuſtoms, and to ſpoil the ManufaCture 
of the Kingdom; and Sir Richard Ford and Mr. Fohn ones are to wait upon his Majeſty 
with this Meſlage, Mr. 
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Mr. Sollicitor reports, from a Conference defired by the Lords concerning the Coal- 


ſtreamers, that the Lords could not concur, and that the Proclamation was at large, as 


with ſafety in this conjunCture of affairs it could extend. His Majeſty having granted 
licenſe to thoſe that had been recommended by the General, and there being fome who 
were not to be truſted, 

Mr. Sollicitor reports further, froma Conference had with the Lords, upon a Meſſage 
Ent by his Majefty to the Houſe of Peers, That the Lord Chancellor declared, that the 
ſame did concern things of a high and dangerour Nature, and that there had been a real 
deſign, which had been forming ever ſince March laſt, to diſturb the union and peace 
of the Kingdom, and named ſeveral of the Parties engaged, with themanner and con- 
trivance of their Traiterous deſign, and the progreſs they had from timeto time made 
therein: And although their deſignes were at preſent diſordered, as to the efteCting of 
them in this Town, to which end they had made a general invitation of Disbanded Offi- 
cers and Soldiers, and other diſaffected perſons, to reſort hither abour the rr. of this 
month ; yet they were ſtill practiſing to put theſame inexecution in the Countrey, and 
that the Lords to provide a Remedy againſt theſe evils, had appointed a Committee of 
Twelve of their Houſe, and did propoſe it to this Houſe to appoint an anſwerable number 
of their Members to be joyned with the Lords; who might (during the Receſs) examine 
the ſaid Traiterous deſigns, and to report it to the Houſe, with ſuch expedients as they 
ſhall find neceſſary for preventing and ſuppreſſing thereof, and ſecuring the Peace of 
this Kingdom in the junCture of affairs; and that they were to meet at the Lodgings 
aſſigned to my Lord Chancellor in Wh:re-hall, and to Adjourn from time to time, and 
place to place, as they find convenient. 

Reſolved, Thatthis Houſe doth agree with the Lords,to appoint a Committee of Twenty 
four Members of their Houſe to be joyned to the Committee appointed by the Lords, as 
aforeſaid. 

Tueſday, 55 fan. 13 Car. 1l. 

Sir Richard Ford made report, That he and Captain ones had attended his Majeſty 
with the Order of this Houſe of the 19 of December laſt, concerning Wools, and Scrues, 
and other Engines, for the cloſe packing of Wool, and that his Majeſty was graciouſly 
pleaſed readily to order, that the Engines ſhould be taken and brought on ſhoar, which 
was done accordingly. | 

Friday, to 7an. 13 Car. II. opdents 

Ordered, That ſuch Members of this Houſe as are of his Majeſties Privy Council do 
wait upon his Majeſty, to put his Majeſty in mind of the former Order of this Houſe, 
whereby his Majcſty was humbly deſired to ſend for Lambert and Yane, in order to their 
Trial, and Waller and the other Perſons attainted of High Treaſon, to attend this Houſe 
when they ſhall be called: And to beſecch his Majeſty to take an account of what hath 
been done in exccution of his Majeſty's commands therein.

Mr. Secretary Aorrice reports, That in obedience to the Commands of this Houſe, 
he, and the other Members of this Rouſe, who were of his Majcſties Privy Council, did 
re- mind his Majeſty to remand Lambert and Vane, and alſo Waller, and the other Perſons 
alſoattainted of High Treaſon, who were ſent away : And that his Majeſty had graci- 
ouſly received the Meſſage, and would rake preſent care about it- And that his Majeſty 
having (to gratifie this Houſe) enlarged the time for accepting the late Coin in Pay- 
ments to his Majeſty from rhe Firſt of arch till the Firſt of May ; and was informed by 
ſeveral Officers of his Exchequer and Mint, that it would be a great loſs and prejudice, 
and very miſchievous to his Majeſty, andof advantage onely to ſome private perſons, 
who had engroſe'd and bought up the ſaid Coin ; and therefore was adviſed to recall 
his Proclamation, and to confine the making paſlable of the ſaid Coin in Payments to 
his Majeſty to the firſt of March only, And though it was much his Majelties intereſt 
ſo to do, yet he would not dothe ſame till he had adviſed with this Houſe therein. 

Reſolved, That the humble Thanks of this Houſe be returned to his Majeſty by Mr. Se- 
cretary Morrice, for his Majeſties Gracious Meſſage by him communicated to this Houſe ; 
and that he doth acquaint his Majeſty, that this Houſe being fully ſatisfied with the rea- 
ſons for reducing the time of accepting the late Coin in payment to his Majeſty, doth ac- 
quieſce in his Majeſty's reſolution, and do wholly leave it to his Majeſty's pleaſure todo 
as he thinks fit in reducing the ſame.

Sir Heneage Finch rgports from the Committee appointed to collect and bring in the 
reaſons of this Houſe, for their Vote of Advice to the King's Majeſty, and to draw upan 
Addreſs to be preſented with the Reaſons. That the Committee, purſuant to their Otder, 
had prepared an Addreſs and Reaſons, which he read in this place, and afterwards de. 
livered the ſame in at the Clerks Table, and is as followeth, 


May it pleaſe your moſt Excellent Majeſty, 


E your Majeities moſt Dutiful and Loyal SubjeGs, the Knights. Citizens, 

' and Furgeſſes of the Fouſe of Commons in Parliament aſſembled, havins 

with all fidelity and obedience conſidered of the ſeveral matters compriſed in your 

Majeſty's late Gracious Declaration of the 26. of Degember laſt, and your moſt 
Gracious Speech at the brginning of this preſent Seſſuon. 

Do in the firſt place for our IST and in the names of all the Commons of 
Englang, render to your moſt Sacred Majeſty the Tribute of our moſt hearty Thanks, 
for that infinite Grace and Goodneſs wherewith your Majeſty. hath been pleaſed to 
publiſh your Royal Intentions of adhering to your AG of Indempnity and Oblivion, 
by a conſtant and religions obſervance of it. And onr hearts are further enlarged 
in theſe returns of Thanksgivings, when we conſider your Majcſty's moſt Princely 
and Heroick Profeſſions of relying upon the Afﬀe@ions of your People, and abhor- 
ring all ſort of Military and Arbitrary Rule. But above all, we can never enongh 
remember, to the Honour of your Majeſlies Tiety, and our own unſpeakable Com- 
fort, thoſe ſolemn and mot endearing Invitations of us your Majeſty's SubjeFs, to 
prepare Laws to be preſented to your Majeity againſt the growth and increaſe of 
Popery; and withal to provide more Laws againſt Licentiouſneſs and Impiety, 
at the ſame time declaring your own reſolutions for maintaining the AT of Vni- 
formity. And it becomes us always #0 acknowledge and admire your Majeſty's 
Wiſdom in this your Declaration, whereby your Majeſty is pleaſed to reſolve, not 
onely by Sumptuary Laws, but by your own Royal example of Frugality, to reſtrain 
that exceſs in mens Fxpences, which is grown ſo general and ſo exorbitant, and 
to dire our Endeauours to find out fit and proper Laws for advancement of Trade 
aud Commerce. 

After all this, we mot humbly beſeech your Majeſty to believe, that it is with 
extreme unwillingneſs and »eluQancy of heart, that we are brought to differ from 
any thing which your Majeſty hath thought fit topropoſe. And though we do no way 
doubt, but that the meld diitempers of mens ſpirits, aud the many Mutinies 
and Conſpiracies which were carried on during the late interval of Parliaments, 
did reaſonably incline your Majeſty to ill humours till the Parliament aſſembled, 
and the hopes of an Indulgence, if the Parliament ſhould conſent 1oit ; eſpecially 
ſeeing the pretenders to this Indulgence did ſeem to make ſome Title to it by virtue 
of your Majeſty's Declaration from Breda. Nevertheleſs your Majeſties moſt Du- 
tiſul and Loyal *ubje#s, who are now returned to ſerve in Parliament from thoſe 
ſeveral -parts and places of your Kmgdom ſor which we were choſen, do humbly offer 
it to your Majeſty's great Wiſdem, that it is in no ſort adviſable, that there be any 
Indulgence to ſuch perſons who preſume to diſſent ſrom the Ad of Uniformity and 
Religion et abliſhed, for theſe Reaſons. 

We have conſidered the Nature of your Majeſty's Declaration from Breda, and 
are humbly of opinion, that your Majeſty ought not to be preſſed with it any further. 

Becauſe it is not apromiſe in it ſelf, but onely a gracious Declaration of yo 
Majeſty's Tr.tentions to do what in you lay, and what a Parliament ſhonld adviſe 
your Majeſty to do; and no ſuch adviſe was ever given or thought fit to be offrrec, 
2or could it be otherwiſe underitood, becauſe there were Laws of Uniformity then in 
being, which could not be diſpenſed with but by AG of Parliament. They who do 
pretend a right to that ſuppoſed Promiſe, put their right into the hands A their

Repreſentatives whom they choſe to ſerve ſor them in this Parliament, who have 
paſſed, and your Majelty conſented to the /& of Uniformity If any ſhall preſurre 
to ſay, that a right to the benefit of this Declaration aoth fill remain after this 
AG paled ; it tends to diſſolve the very Bonds of Government, and to ſuppoſe a 
diſability in your MaJeſty, ind your Flouſes of Parliament, to make a ) aw Contr as 
ry to any part of your Majeities Declaration, though both Houſes ſhould adviſe your 
Majefty to it. x 

We have alſo conſidered the nature of the Indulgence propoſe, with difj:rence to 
thoſe C. ” > 7 which mu neceſſarily attend it. 

It will ejtabliſh Schiſm by a Law, and make the whole Government of the Church 
precarious, and the Cenſures of it of no moment or conſideration at all. 

Jt will no way become the Gravity or Wiſdom of a Parliament, to paſs a T aw at 
one Seſſion for Uniformity, and at the next Seſſton the Reaſon for Uniformity conti- 
ming Still the fc to paſs another Law to fruſtrate, or weaken the execntion 
of .it. 

& will expoſe your Majeity to the reSteſs importunity of every SefF or Opinion, 
and of every ſingle Perſon alſo, that ſhall preſume to diſient from the Church of 
Englagd. 

It will be a cauſe of increaſing Sets and SeQaries, whoſe rumbers will weakon 
the true Froteflant Profeſcion ſo far, that it will at leaſs become difficult fir it to 
defend it ſelf againſt them. And which is yet further conſtderable, thoſe nunbers 
which, by being troubleſome to the Government, find they can arrive to an Tndul- 
gence, will, as their numbers increaſe, be yet more troubleſome, ſo at leneth t/'ey ray 
arrive toa general Toleration, which your Majeity hath declared again, an in 
time, ſome prevalent Sed will at laſt contend for an I ſtabliſhment, which for ought 
can be foreſeen, may end in Topery. 

It is a thing altogether without precedent, and.grill take awav all means of con- 
viting Recuſants, and be inconſiſtent with the method and proceedings of the Laws 
of England. 

L afily, It is humbly conceived, that the Indulgence propoſed will be ſo far fron 


tending to the Feace of the Kingdom, that it is rather likely to occaſion great di- 


ſturbance. 

And en the contrary, that the aſſerting of the Laws and the Religion eſtabliſhed, 
according to the 1 of Uniformity. is the moſt probable means to produce a ſettled 
peace and obedience through the Kingdom +, becauſe the variety of 't rofejſuns in 
Keligiow, when openly indulged, doth direly diitinguiſh men into Farties, and 
withall gives them opportunity to count their Numbers, which, conſidering the ani- 
moſities that out fe Religious pride will be kept on foot by the ſeveral Fations, doth 
tend dircly and inevitably to open diſturbance : Nor can your Majeity have any 
ſecurity, that the DoGrine or Worſhip of the ſeveral FaGions, which are all go» 
verned by a ſeveral Rule, ſhall be conſiſtent with the peace of your Kingdom. 

And if any perſon ſhall preſume to diſturb the peace of the Fingdom, we doin all 
humility declare, That we will for ever, and upon all occaſions be ready, with our ut- 
termoſt endeavours and aſſiſtance, to adhere to, and ſerve your Majeſty, according to 
our bounden duty and allegiance.

mitted, might tend to the interrupting of the free courſe of the Laws, and altering 
the Þ egiſlative Power, which hath always been acknowledged to refide in your Ma- 
jefty and your two Houſes of Parliament. We do therefore with an unanimous con- 
ſent become again humble Suitors unto your Sacred Majeity, that you would be 
pleaſed to give us a full and ſatisfaFory Anſwer to our ſaid Petition and Addreſs ;

And 
this we preſent in all dutiſulneſs to your MajeSties Trincely Wiſdom and Conftdera- 
tion, as the beit means for the ſatisfying the minds of your Loyal SubjeFs; hums- 
bly defiring your Majeſty pocrey to accept of this our Petition, as proceeding from 
hearts and affe#ions iptirely devoted to your Majeſties Service, and to give it your 
Royal Approbation.

Tou adviſe his Majeity to enjoyn not onely his Allies, but all the Torld, nt to ct 
a Ship of theirs to go to, or to conze from France, upon pain of loſs of © oods, capturc 
of Ships and Men, uot excepting either Allie, 'Prince, or Ambaſſador, if among 
ther. Fe doth not belicoe, that cver any Ajjembly of Men gave ſo great an publi, q 
a provocation to the whole If orld, withont either having provided, or ſo much as 
confidered how toprovide.one Ship, or one peny towards juſtifying it, ( at leaſt as 
far as you have acquainted hin.) Fowever, to ſhew you how willing his Ma jeſty is to 
give all reaſonable ſatisfattion to this Flouſe, how unreaſonable ſoever the propoi- 
tions made to him are, doth again repeat to you what he ſaid on the 28. pat, That 
if by your aſſuſt 4nce hs may be put into Arms ſuſſicient for ſuch a JWork, his Maje- 
ſty will not be weary of them, till Chriftendom be reſtored to ſuch a Peace, as it ſhall 
zot be in the power of any Þrince alone to diſturb. 

This is, in the conſequence of it, as mich as a Prince, that walueth his Iloxd,

In ſum, Gentlemen, the right of making and managine Il ar and Peace is in his 
Alajeſty 3 and if you think he will depart from any part of that Right, you are mi- 
$taken ;, the Reins of Government are in his hands, and h: hath the ſame reſol:- 
tion and concern to preſerve ther there, as he hath to preſerve his own Perſon, and 
he keeps both for his Peoples proteFion and ſafety, and will employ them ſo as fur 
as he Can. 

If this Fouſe enconrage his Majcity to go farther in Alliances, by ſupplying 
him in maintaining thoſe he hath made, his care and utmoſt endeavours will be ext- 
ployed for you. Tf this Houſe doth intend this, it muſt be ſpeedy, the time and con- 
jun@ure affords not leijure to conſult long. And therefore his Majesty deſireth, that

H*7 S Majeſty in his Speech to bath Houſes on the 23th of May aſt,told you,T hat 
if he were able he would keep up his Army and Navy at Sea for ſome time, till 
a Peace were concluded, if that muit be : But becauſe that would depend upon your 
Supplies, he left it to you to conſider, Whether to provide for their Subſiſtence, or to 
Disband them ſooner. His Majeſty hath often fince had his Thoughts imployed upon 
the ſame Subjeit, and is every day more and more confirmed in his firſt Opinion, viz. 
That the ſaving a few diyes Expence, can no wayes countervail the prejudice that 
would ariſe from the parting with his Fleet and Army, if after that a Peace ſhould 
not follow : and though it ſhould, yet the hazarding ſo mich upon 4 bare Preſumption 
of the ifiue of a thing in it ſelf altogether uncertain, and quite out of his own power, is 
ardly to be conntenanced y any Precedent. His Majeſty therefore again recommend- 
eth to the Conſideration of this Houſe, his Advice of the 23th. of May tft, T hat they 
would ſee the Effetts of the Ceſſation in Flanders, before his Majeſty be neceſſitated to 
Diſarm himſelf , but more eſpecially that you would conſider of that part of the Army, 
which is in Flanders, which if he [bould recall before the Peace, it would be lyable to a 
very bad Conſtruftion, viz, That having taken ſeveral of the King of Spain's 7 owns 
into his Protettion, He had without any reaſonable Warning in order to their regari- 
Joning, withdrawn his Forces, and abandoned thoſe Towns to the diſcretion of the 
nemy.

liament, commanding them to depart out of this Kingdom, and having received cer- 
tain Information, 7 hat one Pickering now Priſoner in Newgate, who was /mployed 
by ſome of the Conſpirators to execnte their exeerable deſign of Murthering your $a- 
cred Perſon, and upon his 7 ryal was found guilty, as alſo divers Prielts and Jeſuits, 
who have been Condemmed by your Majeſties Judges at the O!d-Bayley, and in the ſe- 
weral Circuits, do remain as yet unexecuted to the great imbo/dning of ſuch Offenders, 
in caſe they ſhould eſcape without due puniſhment. Ie do therefore moſt humbly de-
